Gregorie the ſeuenth canonixed 
which was an Arrian, as S. Hieromm teſtiſieth, 
Moreover if I ſhoulde likewiſe demande of you, what Pope 
canonized Peter, Paule, and the reſt of the Apoſtles, yea moſk 
of the Martyrs of the primitiue Church, you ſhall neuer be 
able to ſhe me either what Pope did it, or that any Pope 
did it: For ſeeing none may canonize but the Pope in your 
church, and you can not proue that the Pope hath canoni- 
xed the A bollles and cheefe Martyrs,you can not proue that 
your church hath canonized the Apoſtles and principall 
artyrs.

'F Anſwer,cuen inthe Apoſtles time, there aroſe many he · 
refies which did not a litle trouble the Church, but im- 
mediatly after the 2 time, vhile the fathers of the 
church were earneſtly occupied, —— of horrible 

hereſies, by the craft of Satan , ſome errors and abuſes crepe 
into the true Church of Chriſt, which at the firſt becauſe they 
were ſmall, and men occupied in greater matters, were either 
not eſpied, or not regarded: as may be knowen by the vi- 
tinges of Iuſtinus Martyr, and Irenæus, two of the moſt aun- 
cient writers, ſence the Apoſtles time. Iaſfinus, was in this er- 
ror, that he thought that the Angers luſted after women and 
* therefore were turned into Deuills. It ſeemeth alſo, that the 
Church in his time, was in ſome error, about ſecond ma- 
riages and diuorcements. Irenes,affirmeth,that our Sauiour 
Chriſt lived here 5o. yeares, which he ſayeth was receyued 
of them that heard it, euen of the Apoſtles mouthes. Alſo 
both he and Papas, which was before him and was the diſci- 
ple of S. lohn: are charged by S. Ieromm, in Catalogo Script. 
Ecci to haue held this errot, that Chriſt ſhould raigne a thou- 
ſand yeares after the Reſurrection here in the fleſh, whereby 
it is manifeſt, ſeeing theſe auncient fathers, and pillers of the 
Church were thus ſtayned with errors, that the Church in 
their time, could not be free from the ſame.

As open preaching in the face of the world, open miniſtring 
of Sactaments and execution of diſciphne, theſe are not to 
be required in a perſecuted Church. Some were proper for a 
time, and then ceaſed, as working of miracles , and divers 0- 
ther functions of the ſpirite, Some are neuer neccflary inthe 
Church, as ſucce ſſion of Biſhops, vniformitie in ceremonies, 
&c. But of all theſe notes, there is not one that is proper to 
the Church of Rome: for ſhe hath not alwaics practiled o- 
en preaching, and neuer preached the worde of truth, ſne 
ath conuerted but few nations to her Religion, from Genti- 
litie, and them rather by warre, than by preaching:ſhe neuer 
had ſence {ke firſt aroſe, the miniſtring of ſacraments accor- 
ding to Chriſt his inſtitutiõ, ſhe hath hard matters in conti o- 
— 246 for furtherance of Iuſtice, but for loue of moncy. 
Her iudiciarie power, may be diſpenſed withall for money. 
She hath had no orderly ſucceſſion of Biſhops,except an hure 
be an orderly Biſhop of the Church of Rome : And excepr 
ſo many ſchiſmes as they writ? of, be orderly ſuccefſions:ſhe 
hath not vniformitic in all ceremonies, for diuerſe nations, 
and diuerſe Churches in theſe nations haue diuets ceremo- 
nies, as Sarum, Vorke, Bangor, &c. in England: ſhe bath not v- 
nitie in faith: for it is not yet determined, of one of the 
greateſt articles of Popiſh faith, whether the Pope be aboue 
the church: ſhe hath no holy functions of God his ſpirite, 
but prophane vſages of mens inuentions: ſhe hath no true 
miracles, but the power of Antichriſt in lying ſignes and 
wonders.
